[Exclu- 
sive Disapatch.}] The Texas floods 
reached their most destructive 
stage about midnight. Rains almost 
equaling a cloudburst broke over Da!l- 
las, Ft. Worth and adjacent vicinities. 
The rise In the swollen Trinity River 
was terrific. Five hundred houses 
were wrecked or partly wrecked in the 
-house town of North Ft. 
Worth, four men were drowned and 
nearly 5000 persons ieft without 
shelter. 
The scenes were pitiable. North Ft. 
Worth was cut off from Ft. Worth city 
by the floods and street-car _ traffic 
was abandoned. Mayor Harris of Ft.

Werth city issued a midnight procia- 
mation for relief and. put all 
boats possible te obtain into service.

PARCELS POST WOULD PAY. 


Postmaster-General Says [t Would 
Wipe Out Present Deficit in His 
Department.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The Post- 
master-General, in calling the atten- 
tion of Congress to the fact that the 
establishment of a special local parcels 
post on rural routes would wipe out 
the postal deficit, says in a statement 
given out at the postoffice department 
today, “it would tend to make the rural 
free delivery self-sustaining, besides 
being & boon to the farmers and the 
retail country merchants. There are 
now in operation 39,038 rural routes, 
serving « population of 15,000,000 peo- 
ple, and should an average of five 1li- 
pound packages be carried on each 
trip through the year, it is estimated 
that $15,000,000 would be realized, and 
the net return to the government would 
be more than sufficient to equal the 
deficit.”

Probability That Delegations of

WASHINGTON, April 19.—{Exchr-

The managers of Secretary Taft as- 
sert that he gained forty instructed 
delegates. The figures only give him 
thirty eight, one district put in his 
column being uninstructed. The Taft 
camp followers are much encouraged 
by the news from Tennessee and Okla- 
homa indicating that contests there 
will be abandoned, which would mean 
twenty-four more uncontested dele- 
gates for the Secretary. Up to this 
time the Taft managers claim 272 dele- 
gates, which is eight more than the 
figures give them, and of these they 
deciare 242 to be free from contests. 
This is exclusive of those from Tennes- 
see and Oklahoma. 

The following table indicates the dis- 
tribution of the forty delegates already 


which Taft is allowed only 187 in- 
structed delegates and the combined 
opposition is given 229 instructed dele- 
gates. A large proportion of the in- 
structed delegates are held to be 
friendly to some of the other candi- 
dates, and tecretary Taft is allowed 
but a small percentage of them. Four- 
teen of the delegates elected in Vir- 
ginia by the Lily White faction are 
taken from the Taft column and placed 
in the doubtful column, use no- 
tice of contest has been filed.

Some are preaching, 
others praying, prophesying. conf¢ss- 
ing sins, beholding the beatific visions. | 
or Standing triumphant as martyrs. 
Pelow the prophets and the aposties 
are small subject pictures: above, in 
irtimate relation with these figures, 
ere angels performing missions of 
mercy and judgment; while alternat- 
ing the figures are large familiar stor- 
les of the gospels and the incidents 
of the acts of the apoeties. 
But it is to the east wall where cyes 
are first directed and are hid by the 
pictures which give the keynote to the 
whole of the designe—the conceptions 
of the crucifixion, and of the ascen- 


sion. Subject paintings surround 
them, and many figures, such as 
those of th, hope, love and of pa- 


tience—thé final virtue. 
Mr. Shields began his career as an 
apprentice to a firm of lithographers 
and went through a long period of the 
direst poverty. Finally, one day while 
“down and out” he wandered inte an 
exhibition of paintings in Manchester 
and decided to become an artist. He 
immediately went home and made a 
water-color sketch, which not only 
sold for 345, but brought another com- 
mission to the needy youth. 

PATH TO FAME SMOOTH. 
A few years of this work brought 
him an order to ilipstrate “The Pii- 
grim'’s Progress."" He took the con- 
tract at so low a figure that he soon 
found that he was reduced to a bread- 
and-water diet. A Wttle later he exe- 
cuted some designs for an edition of 
Vanity Fair, which so pleased Ruskin 
that he said to him: 
“I do not know of any artist in Eng- 
land who could have done these pic- 
tures but yourself. You may become 
more celebrated than any painter of 
the day,” 
From this time on the path of the 
young artist toward success and fame 
was a smooth one. He came to Lon- 
don in 1874, when his reproductions of 
his drawings of town and rustic chil- 
dren were selling like hot cakes. 
In 1889, when Mrs. Russell Gurney 
was looking for an artist capable of 
carrying out her ideas for the decora- 
tion of the chapel which she was to 
build, it was to Mr. Shields that she 
turned. Five years later, when. the 
little house of rest and commupien 
was completed, he set to work on his 
fourtcen-year task. 


CURIOUS MISSOURI FARM. | 


No Fences Required, no Wheeled Ve- 
hicles Ever Upon it-—A Fertile 
Table Lend. 


Within sight of the town of Jasper, 
Mo.. nh the Ovsards. a settier has a 
farm which prebably is unitke any 
other in the world. 

This farm occupies the tabieland on 
the summit of a ridge, and is tnclosed 
‘with a fence which ho antral has ever 
broken through. It does not rise above 
the surface of the farm, but falls sheer 
from the edge a distance of many feet. 
The man Who hamesteaded the table- 
land had a hard climb up the face of 
a perpendicular cliff to reach the com- 
paratively level summit. 

‘At one point a ledge extends out a 
few Inches and along the face of the 
clift at an upward grade. By following 
this ledge and making use of occasion- 
al pointes of rocks and of shrubs grow- 
ing in the fieeures the discoverer pulled 
himecif to the summit and found a 
surface well covered with soil and a 
luxuriant vegetation. 

Gradually he improved the ledge un- 
til he could carry up tools and seed. 
By blastine and drilli he cleared 
narrow trail, up which he was able to 
take first some pigs and then a cow. 
Later on he took up a horse. 

And that today ts the condition of 
this curiously protected farm. No vehi- 
cle has turned a wheel within its 
limite of palisades. The live stock has 
multiplied &nd consumes the _ grain 
rai Some stones thrown across 
the trail completely fence in the hogs 
and cattle. When the farmer has stock 
to sell he drives the animals down the 
private trail and strikes the road to 
Jasper.—([Kansas City Star.

Isaac Newton sat beneath a tree and saw 
an apple fall. Why did it fall toward the earth? 
The answering of this question in the mind of 
the mathematical genius was the law. of gravitation. 
The chemist in his laboratory found that a cup 
of apgar, a lump of coal and @ diamond, reduced to 
their elements showed hardly any difference. Re- 
sult, the atomical theory of matter. The student 
looks out upon the physical earth and all the 
worlds that swing through infinite space and asks, 
how did all come to dust? Haeckel, studying this 
question, reasons that the “star jdust” coming to- 
gether, the spheres were formed at the white 
heat temperature. The mass cooled by slow de- 
grees. Vapor formed and then became a liquid. The 
process required millions of years. While the rivers 
ran into lakes, ooze “came to pass,” and here at 
some point life came by “spontaneous generation;” 
that is, life just happened, according to Haeckel. 
The presence of the worlds in space and of life 
upon this world of ours were not new mysteries 
when Newton saw the apple fall, or when the 
chemist invented the theory of atoms, or when 
Haeckel reached the conclusion that, at some un- 
defined, ynattainable point in the development of 
the world) “life came to pass by spontaneous gen- 
eration.” 


For at least 10,000 years human beings ‘have. 


looked at the stars as they swing in their courses 
and contemplated the fecund earth beneath their 
feet. Being reasoning entities in all times, men. 
have found it necessary to reach some conclusion 
as to how the worlds came to be and whence life 
game. They have been forced by logical necessity 
to invent some theory which would Account for 
the phenomena. | 

It is a certain conclusion that most of the 
readers who have réached this point in this article 
hold within their own minds that the law of gravi- 
tation is a fixed fact, if not demonstrated to their 
minds, certainly demonstrable by those who under- 
stand ‘it. 

Thirty years ago a person who dared to question 
the atomical theory of matter would have been 
regarded as more or less “out of his mind.” The 
material philosophers of the school of Haeckel 
are more dogmatic as to their teachings as to the 
beginning of life by “spontaneous generation,” than 
afiy priest or prophet who ever taught religious: 
dogma. Although unable to fix the exact point in 
time or place when Hfe began upon ‘this planet, 
of “spontaneous generation”: came to pass, there 
can be no doubt, according to the bigoted teaching 
of this school that the theory is a fact—that at 
some point in time and place, the occurrence 
actually took place. | 
The law of gravitation has not been demonstrated 
and cannot be demonstrated. The atomic theory of 
matter, not only has not been demonstrated, and 
not only is not demonstrable, but it is very seriously 
questioned by many among the most advanced 
chemical students of this day. As to the Haeckel 
theory of “spontaneous generation,” it is as bald 
an assumption as any to which the mind ever leaped. 
It cannot be demonstrated, and if accepted at 
all, the acceptation must be a pure process of faith. 

One of the most recent physical theories of this 
day of material science, is that of ether, The past 
generations held firmly to the theory that heat 
and light are transmitted from the sun to the earth 
by undulation. The new theory is that the trans- 
mission is through ether. Ether is a substance, 
invisible, intangible, imponderable, unattainable as 
a fact, by any physical sense with which human 
nature is endowed. Like the law of gravitation, like 
that of atomic theory, like that of spontaneous gen- 
eration, it is nothing more than a working hypothe- 
sis. It is a theory built up by human reasoning, 
working through the physical senses, of the human 
body upon the phenomena which surround us. It 
explains the phenomenon more or less acceptably, 
according to some other hypothesis or theory lying 
further baék in the brain of the person reasoning 
upon the facts and theories. 

There is another way of r 
phenomena of the material world and the mystery 
of life. It is far older than any of the modern 
philosophies or theories. There is no working hypo- 
thesis of the material sciences accepted by thinkers. 
of the present day that is not a mere intellectual 
infant, compared with the older theory, which has 
a different basis for the presence of the material 
world and the mystery of life. . 

Let us take the Apostle Paul as the most noted 
expositor of the old theory. According to that 
closely logical reasoner of the past age, the world 
is here because an intelligent will created its Life

laws by natural operation of which life came 
out of the dead forms pf matter. The source of life 
is God. He has given life to His own material 
worlds. This intellect will, which we call God 
is from, eternity to eternity.

Creator, may be as immortal as the giver of life 
is immortal. He sees the grain of wheat, “or of other 
grain,” cast into the ground, die, but in dying, ger- 
minate, and produce life again, always of its own 
kind. Working through logical analogies, Paul, the 
Apostle, reasons that as there is “one kind of flesh 
of fishes, another of birds and another of beasts,” 
so the human fiesh may differ from all of these; 
and as the grain of wheat cast into the ground 
germinates and lives again, so the human body may 
have its resurrection and life of immogtality beyond 
the grave. 

Are these theories of the e demonstrated? 
No more than the laws of gravitation and the atomic 
theory; nor are these apostolic theories démon- 
strated any less than the others. They all exist by 


the same laws in the human mind; they are working | 


hypotheses wrought out by men of science, and yet 
they are not science—they are higher than science. 
Science is simply knowledge: knowledge comes by 
our five senses, operating upon material things. 
Theories or working hypotheses are the result of 
reasoning based upon knowledge, intended to ex- 
plain the phenomena. 

These working theories, whether it be Haeckel’s. 
of St. Paul's, are accepted by those who invent 
them, and by the disciples who follow them upon 
the basis of faith. To accept Haeckel’s theory of 
spontaneous generation on his part, or on the part 
of his disciples, is as clearly an act of faith as is 
the acceptance of the theory of immortality, which 
is the working hypothesis by which the Apostle 


HE HINDU WIDOW. ; 
Orthodox Hindus are up in arths against Babu 
Asutosh Mukherjee, one of the leading members of 
the Calcutta bar and bench, because he has thought 
fit to sanction the marriage of his widowed daugh- 
ter to a high-caste Brahmin. The “Sandhya,” one 
of the most scurrilous and inflammatory organs of 
the Bengal vernacular press, not only grossly 
abused Justice Mukherjee, but newsboys were tu- 
tored to shout in a most abominable manner, libel- 
ous epithets pertaining to remarriage of this poor 
little espoused widow. 

So hostile were many high-caste Hindus that, for 
three days before the ceremony, the judge’s house 
had to be guarded. So opposed to the marriage 
were the relations of the girl’s former husband that 
they wrote to Justice Mukherjee saying they would 
willingly support the girl and even went so far as 
to call in person to take the young widow away. 
rang overtures were, however, received with dis- 

For centuries past, Hindu widows have | been 
treated as pariahs and’ outcasts, and before the 
British occupation they voluntarily threw them- 
selves upon the burning pyres of their. husbands. 
The rite of suttee, which means “faithful wife,” 
was not tolerated by the British government, with 
the consequent result that thousands of these 
women committed suicide rather than lead the 
life of a despised dog. Many abjured their faith 
and adopted Christianity or Mohammedanism, but 
the great majority, rather than renounce their faith, 
have borne meckly, although broken-hearted, the 
gross insults and cruel their ¢o- 
religionists. 

At the time of writing, widows of high-caste 
men have not only to shave off their beautiful 
tresses and discard their fine appaggl for that of a 
menial, but must refrain from wearing jewelry. 
Even the members of their immediate family 
barely tolerate them and dole out food so sparingly 
as to almost reduce these wretched beings to a 
state bogdering on starvation. Small wonder, then, 
that thousands of these poor little girls, for many 
are not even out of their teens, seek refuge from 
the cruel exigencies of this caste system and enter 
the hospitable homes of missionaries, where they 
are taught a life of usefulness and learn to look 
upon the brighter side of human nature. 

Lately Saraswat Brahmins have been doing all 
in their power to prevent widows from remarrying; 
they will not tolerate \the intermarriage of the 
various castes; they even look with growing dis- 
favor upon all Hindus who travel abroad. They 
hate the British and Mohammedans, and although 
Swadeshi and 
Swaraj and thus get the masses to rise in a com- 
mon cause, they will never be able to weld the dif- 


ferent castes together until they give up their 
caste prejudices. For getiéfations the various 


trades, arts and crafts have been segregated ac- 
cording to caste and kept intact by the laws of 
heredity, so that even intermarriage is hardly pos- 
sible, and then only practical among the lower 
aboriginal peoples. 

That Justice Mukherjee should successfully drive 
the wedge into the vitals of this bugbear of Hindu- 
ism, is an epoch-making episode; and if other 
Brahmins pluck up courage and follow suit, the 
Hindu child-marriage and widowhood ‘questions 
will soon be satisfactorily settled.

The wireless telegraph house under 
the shadew of the big tower is fully 
equipped with smali engine, generators, 
dynamos and batteries for the genera- 
tion of a sufficient electrical current 
for wireless purposes and embodies ev- 
ery modern appliance for effective, 
long-distance wireless teiegraphy. The 
wireless tower and its appertunances 
are not yet complete, but will be in @ 
few weeks, when a regular system of 
comunication will be instituted be- 
twen the military posts named, which, 
by the reiny system of towers ma be 
extende”* to the uttermost 
borders of the United States and from 
thence westward to New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and California, as well as to cast- 
ern military poste along the Atlantic 
and Gulf seaboard. 

The efficiency of wireless telegraphy 
has been fully demonstrated by the 
signal service of the United States 
army and is now successfully practiced 
in all parts of the country and its 
Territorial and insular ons.

These lectures 
weekly and are upon all phases of elec- 
trology. the lecture room being a spac- 
fous hall.in the school building. These 
lectures are illustrated by 4d on 
Dlackboards, and by practical demon- 
stration. In the work rooms tele 
sraph instruments are taken apart.and 
every item of their construction and for 
what they are needed in the perfected 
instrument, the part they are to take 
to perfect the telegraphic comunica- 
tions are explained. The same practice 
is applied ‘with telephone instruments 
and batteries, so that the signal corps 
man may knew what to do in an in- 
stant should the telegraphic or tele- 
phonic aparateus become damaged or 
Wrecked tn the field or elsewhere when 
important matters are dependant upon 
a perfeet communication between the 

army and his subordinates 
in the field. The recruit is also taught 
how to avail himself of the simplest 
resources for telegfaphy, and how to 
utilise every object for the 
continuation of electrical comm unica- 
tion In any emergency. 


PRACTICE GOES ON ALWAYS. 
While the big 176-foot wireless tower 


does not follow that there 
is any lapse in the practice of wire- 
less telecraphy about the fort. On the 
contrary, the work is going on con- 
stantly by means of the field and port- 
able systems of wireless. Successful 
experiments have been made by the 
field force between Fort Omaha and 
Fiorence and across the Missouri River 
in lowa repeatedly, for graduated dis- 
tances anywhere from: five to twenty 
miles, in both sending and receiving 
wireless messages. Detachments are 
constantly going out at increasing dis- 
tances to test the efficiency of the field 
wireless apparatus. These are also 
tested at the fort by temporary fiel¢ 
towers, so constructed that they cap 
be placed in position for active work 
in the minimum of time. 

The method of operation of field and 
general wireless télegraphy is some- 
what different from the regular tele- 
graph system, but resembles it in the 
main. A Knowledge of general telegra- 
phy is essential in the successful ma- 
nipulation of wireless telegraphy. The 
knowledge of the Morse dot and dash 
telegram alphabet is requisite for the 
operator. * receiving by wireless 
is somewhat akin to telephony. The 
apparatus is equipped with receiving 
‘phones, as well as with transmission 
keve and sounding keys; the key for 
the sender of the message and the 
wirelesg ‘phone for the receiver. 

The two intercommunicating stations 
by the wireless system must be ~at- 
tuned, so to speak, identically, thowgn 
messages can be received from other 
stations not In direct tune with a par- 
ticular station. expert operator 
can readily detect the message re- 
eéived from other stations not in tune 
with his own, and by a knowledge of 
the telegraphic code of the foreign 
sender is thus enabled to get hold of 
some information not Intended for his 
particular station. 

CHARACTER OF THE WAVES. 

The wireless message is transmitted 
through the top arms of the tower. and 
these signals are thus disseminated 
from the top of the individual tower 
not in an individual or isolated line 
tangent, but in every direction from 
the tower, so that but one of the many 
hundreds and thou«ands of electric 
wireless Waves or fays that are left 
loose reach the receiving station. 
These electric waves or rays are dis- 
seminated in every diréction. Fre- 

uently atmospheric and electric con- 

itions are so combined that the mes- 
sage may be successfully dispatched 
hundreds of miles, or it may not sthics 
the station intended at all. All efforts 
to conserve these message waves and 
start them in one general direction 
have failed, thus far, and the problem 
of the conservation of the electric 
waves is as remote as ever. The ac- 
tion of the wircless electric ray of 
wave, as it is discharged from the 
tower, is precisely the same ax if a 
load of the finest of bird shot was 
fired from a gun at a small. distant 
target. One or two of the «Sot might 
reach the target, but all of t. «m would 
not. It is on this principle that a 
wireless message may be received by 
a dozen stations, each of them in a 
different direction from the sending 
station. Thus the conservation of “he 
wireless telegraph energy is the prob- 
lem of the future. In the orflinary 
telegraph wire, the wire affords tha 
means of transportation for the meas- 
sage. With the wireless message, the 
air ia the only medium of carriage. 

With all these handicaps, so effective 
has the wireless system become that 
every military expedition is now 
equipped with a wireless owtfit. Hun- 
dreds of these outfits are regularly 
sent out from Fort Omaha, and im- 
proved outfits are being received at 
Fort Omaha constantly for assembling 
ahd testing. to be stored ahd made 
ready for immediate tical use when 
needed. These outfits consist of ex- 


tension steel poles, guy ropes, coils of 
copper and insulated wire, receiving 
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desks, telegraph keys, phones and re- 


eceivers, batteries, wet and dry, and 
chemicals, for filling: broken or ex- 
hausted batteries, 

The outfits are built for both mount- 
ed and foot service, and are so con- 
structed that they can be put in op- 
eration quickly, and as quickly taken 
down. A recent invention, by an army 
officer, represents the perfection of the 
mounted wireless outfit, similar to the 
mounted telegraph outfit. Messages 
can be received and transmitted by 


these outfits for five and ten-mile dis- | 


tances véry effectively, while the col- 
umn fs in motion, the effect being pre- 
cisely the same as with the wireless 
signals received and by 
moving vessels at sea. It is belfeved 
by many of the more ardent advocates 
of wireless telegraphy, that the system 
is merely in its infancy, and that its 
development within the next few years 
will result in the complete displace- 
ment of télegraphy. 

Lieut.-Col. William ‘A. Gilassford. 
Signal Corps, U.8.A., is at present in 
command at Fort Omaha, and occupies 
the equally important position of chief 
signal officer of the Department of the 
Missouri. He is an ardent believer in 
the future of wireless telegraphy and 
takes a deep, personal interest in the 
work at rt meee. which is, of 
course, under his immediate di .

development, in which he has been one 
of the most important factors. Col.
